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trial classes, as distinguished by their particular busi- 
ness, was provided for; the annual contribution for 
membership was increased, in the case of firms of two 
or more partners, from five to ten dollars; the nomina- 
tions for officers and members of the Executive Council 
were extended to four times the number of persons to 
be elected; the right of making the nominations was 
committed to the Association at its monthly meeting 
prior to the election, the officers and three-fourths of 
the members of the Executive Council for the preceding 
year being considered as nominees; and, finally, the 
filling of any vacancy occurring in the officers of the 
Association, was appointed to be done at a stated meet- 
ing of the Association by ballot. Under this new consti- 
tution the Board of Trade is now organized, and has 
held its meetings since March last. 


The Executive Council, during the session of the 
Legislature of 1856-57, renewed its efforts to have the 
Half-Pilotage law repealed, but without success. 


Attention having been called to the frauds practiced 
on the public by irresponsible insurance companies 
located in this city, the Executive Council referred the 
matter to the Association, with a view to have it duly 
investigated, and the necessary remedy applied. The 
Association promptly appointed a special committee, to 
which the whole subject was entrusted. 


The said committee was instructed to request of the 


T 


several Presidents of our insurance companies such infor- 
mation as would enable the members of the Board of 
Trade to safely advise all correspondents inquiring 
about the character of any institution; to ascertain 
what companies habitually divide risks and reinsure 
with each other, and what do not enjoy this confidence 
and ‘business; to examine and report what, if any, 
charters granted by the State of Pennsylvania, appear 
defective in provisions necessary to secure to directors, 
annually chosen by stockholders, the supervision of the 
general affairs of the company, and whether by any 
such charters executive committees may be invested 
with absolute power over all financial matters, while 
trustees are charged with a nominal control in that de- 
partment; and, finally, to apply to the General Assem- 
bly of Pennsylvania for such legislation as will secure 
the public against loss from irresponsible insurance 
companies. ‘The committee was afterwards empowered 
to confer with the insurance companies respecting the 
legislation to be asked for, and to prepare and report a 
bill fitted in its provisions to meet the case. 


The committee, which was afterwards enlarged from 
thirteen to twenty-one members, have been active in 
the prosecution of the object of their appointment. 
Several insurance companies freely responded to the 
request to have their affairs submitted to investigation, 
and the sub-committees made the examination accord- 
ingly. No full and formal report of the action of the 
committee has yet been presented, having been deferred 
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on account of the late disastrous and general derange- 
ment of the monetary and business condition of the 
community. 


The Association appointed three delegates to the Na- 
tional Quarantine Convention, which met in this city in 
May last for the purpose of a conference in relation to 
the establishment of a uniform system of revised quaran- 
tine laws. The Convention adopted resolutions indi- 
cating the measures which, in its judgment, were neces- 
sary to protect the health of our ports, and improve the 
sanitary condition of our shipping. The report of its 
proceedings was published, and a thousand copies ordered 
to be procured for the Board of Trade. The meeting of 
a similar convention in the present year was provided 
for. 


In May last, a committee was appointed by the Asso- 
ciation, under a resolution directing them to prepare 
and report a precise exposition of the onerous restric- 
tions of our present usury laws, so far as relates to 
commercial transactions, and of their destructive effects 
upon the commerce and prosperity of this State. The 
gentlemen to whom this task was committed, drew up 
and presented an elaborate paper in conformity with 
their instructions, which was accepted by the Associa- 
tion, and ordered to be printed. At this period the 
Legislature, then in session at Harrisburg, passed a bill 
authorizing commission merchants, and the agents of 
parties not resident in this commonwealth, to enter into 
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an agreement to retain balances of money in their 
hands, and pay on the same a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding seven per cent. per annum, and receive a rate 
of interest not exceeding that amount, for any advance 
of money made by them on goods or merchandise con- 
signed to them for sale or disposal, with a proviso that 
the act shall apply only to moneys received from, or 
held on account of, and advances made upon goods con- 
signed from importers, manufacturers and others living 
and doing business in places beyond the limits of this 
State. With this exception, the usury laws remain 
unmodified. 


A letter from Mr. Snowden, the Director of the Mint, 
suggesting the expediency of a concentrated effort to 
conform the prices of merchandise and other articles of 
trade and commerce, to our decimal system of coinage 
and accounts, was referred by the Executive Council to 
a committee, with instructions to confer with Mr. Snow- 
den in relation to the subject, and report the result of 
their conference to the Association. That committee 
subsequently declared in favor of the proposition sub- 
mitted by the Director of the Mint, and, in a series of 
resolutions annexed to their report, indicated the means 
by which they thought the object might be accom- 
plished. They recommended that the Board of Brokers, 
the Corn Exchange, the note and bill brokers, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, traders, and the people generally, 
be requested to change their existing customs in fixing 
prices and rates, so as to make them conform to the 
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decimal system of the United States of coinage and ac- 
counts, and that a copy of the resolutions of this Board 
be sent to the several Chambers of Commerce and 
Boards of Trade in the United States, with an earnest 
request for their codperation in the effort to induce a 
general conformity, throughout the country, in all mo- 
neyed transactions, with the decimal system of coinage 
and accounts. 


They also declared in their report, that there seemed 
to be no reason why, at this day, there should not be 
one set of coins, one set of weights, and one set of mea- 
sures, adapted for all purposes and all people, substituted 
for the infinite varieties which now exist, and which 
render so very complicated the international operations 
in every department of commerce, industry and science. 


In furtherance of this view, the committee recom- 
mended that a petition be addressed to the President of 
the United States, praying him to instruct the several 
ministers, plenipotentiaries, envoys extraordinary, and 
charge d’affaires, or other representatives of the Ameri- 
can government, to call the attention of the several 
governments near which they may be, as representatives 
of the United States, to the great advantages which 
would follow the establishment of one uniform system of 
coins, one uniform system of weights, and one uniform 
system of measures, for all purposes and all nations, and 
to solicit the codperation of the several governments in 
the effort to bring about a result which would tend so 
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much to simplify, extend and harmonize international 
intercourse, by the appointment of scientific and practi- 
cal men, to represent the nations of Europe and America, 
in a Congress which shall consider and report a uniform 
system, comprising :—One of numbers for accounts and 
coins, one of coins, one of weights, and one of measures, 
adapted for all purposes and all people; that a copy of 
this resolution be sent to the several Chambers of Com- 
merce and Boards of Trade in the United States, solicit- 
ing their aid and influence with the President of the 
United States, and with foreign governments, to promote 
a measure of such general interest, and that a copy be 
also sent to the several Chambers of Commerce, Boards 
of Trade, or other associations for similar purposes, in 
the chief cities of Europe, British America and South 
America, with a request for the codperation of their 
several governments in the effort to establish general 
uniformity in coins, weights and measures, throughout 
the commercial world. 


The report was adopted and ordered to be printed, 
and has since been circulated as proposed. 


The New York Chamber of Commerce, having asked 
the codperation of this Board in some measure or mea- 
sures to abolish the practice of paying advanced wages 
to seamen, it was resolved, as the opinion of the Asso- 
ciation, that the system of paying advance wages to 
seamen, at the time of shipment, is attended with great 
evils, both to shipmasters and sailors, and cordial ap- 
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proval was expressed of the agreement adopted by the 
New York and Boston ship owners, to discontinue the 
practice, and pay, as an additional inducement to good 
conduct, a bounty to such seamen as shall perform the 
voyage to the end of their contract. 


A committee was also appointed to call a meeting of 
ship owners and agents, to consider the propriety of co- 
Speration in the matter. The whole action taken by 
the friends of this measure was very earnest and judi- 
cious; but it failed of its object, notwithstanding, having 
been determinedly opposed by the keepers of seamens’ 
boarding-houses, in this and other ports, who appeared 
to have a control over the sailors sufficient to resist all 
better influences. 


The Board having listened to an interesting discourse 
by Mr. Pliny Miles, of New York, respecting the com- 
mercial importance of a uniform and low rate of postage, 
called a public meeting at the Hall of the Franklin Insti- 
tute, where the whole question was thoroughly and ably 
discussed, and a series of resolutions passed, approving 
the proposed plan, and recommending suitable legisla- 
tion by Congress, with a view to its adoption in practice. 


A communication having been received from the Pre- 
sident and Managers of the Sunbury and Erie Rail Road 
Company, giving a history of the work while under their 
charge, and announcing that its further prosecution was 
likely to be suspended for want of the necessary means 
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to carry it on, the Association appointed a committee to 
consider the subject, and report at a future meeting 
what steps should be taken to secure additional subscrip- 
tions to the stock of the Company. That committee 
reported that they had investigated the present condition 
and prospects of the road, were convinced of its import- 
ance to this city and to the State, as well as of the ease 
with which it could be built, and declared that the most 
strenuous exertions ought to be made for its immediate 
completion. In a series of resolutions appended to their 
report, they said that if it were found impracticable to 
procure at once the funds necessary to finish the whole 
line, sufficient means to complete it to Farrandsville on 
the East, and to Tionesta on the West, should be ob- 
tained, so that these portions of the work may be made 
productive, and thus secure the final success of the 
whole. They declared further, that all persons interest- 
ed in the enterprise should unite in accomplishing it, 
and recommended that a committee be empowered to 
communicate with the city authorities in reference to 
the best means of securing the required aid for prose- 
cuting this great improvement. The report was unani- 
mously accepted, and the committee to confer with the 
City Councils appointed. 


In view of the serious financial revulsion which oc- 
curred in this country during the last summer, the sub- 
ject of a reform in the currency and banking system of 
this State was made a special topic of inquiry and dis- 
cussion by the Association during several recent meet-

ings. With a view to digest the various opinions of 
members, and arrive at some general, harmonious and 
satisfactory plan for effecting the desired end, the differ- 
ent suggestions made were referred to a special com- 


mittee of thirteen. - 


The Chairman of the Committee, Mr. Buzby, subse- 
quently presented the following recommendations, as 
expressing the views of a majority of his colleagues, to 


Wit 


Ist. That a general banking law be enacted by the 
Legislature of the State. 


2d. That there should be a right of vote for every 
share of stock. 


3d. That State and United States government stocks 
be pledged as security for circulation. 


Other gentlemen of the committee submitted, indi- 
vidually, several distinct projects of reform. The whole 
matter, being again debated, was finally referred to a 
special committee of three, with instruction to prepare a 
memorial to the Legislature, to be reported to the Asso- 
ciation at its next stated meeting. 


Sympathizing in a universal desire to do whatever 
could be done to alleviate that general distress and diffi- 
culty of the community which ensued upon the suspen- 
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sion of specie payments by our banks, and the prostration 
of trade and industry, the Executive Council passed 
resolutions, which were published in the city papers, 
and also transmitted to both houses of the State Assem- 
bly, calling on our citizens at large to use their best 
endeavors to meet their respective liabilities, and thereby 
enable the banks to restore to the people at the earliest 
possible day a specie currency. 


They also invoked the Legislature to grant to the 
banks a temporary relief from the penalties attached to 
suspension, in order that they might be able to assist all 
classes of the people in their extreme trouble. And 
when, finally, a relief law was granted, the terms and 
conditions. of which were thought too stringent, the 
Executive Council of this Board earnestly urged the 
banks to accept it, as the only alternative in a painful 
public extremity, and appointed a committee to confer 
with the Board of Presidents on the subject. 


The Board of Marine Underwriters having asked the 
Board of Trade to unite with them in an application to 
Congress for an appropriation to build a steam revenue 
cutter, to be stationed in the Delaware Bay and off the 
adjacent coast, a committee, to whom the Executive 
Council referred the matter, reported in favor of memo- 
rializing the government in that behalf. 


A plan for lessening the chances of collision at sea, 
devised by Lieutenant Ammen, of the United States 
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Navy, was brought to the attention of your Executive 
Council through a communication from James S. Biddle, 
Ksq., (late lieutenant.) The plan was generally approved 
and recommended by the Committee on Lights, Buoys 
and Harbors, and they were directed to confer with Mr. 
Biddle on the subject, expressing the concurrence of the 
Board of Trade in the favorable opinion entertained by 
the committee of the proposed system of steering and 
signaling vessels to avoid collision. 


Mr. Thomas P. Hoopes, for a long time President of 
the Board of Trade, tendered his resignation of that 
office in March last. The resignation was accepted, and 
a resolution, expressing the warm sense entertained by 
his colleagues of his protracted and valuable services as 
a member of this Board, and of his uniform courtesy 
and kindness, was unanimously adopted. \ 


Suitable resolutions of respect were also passed on the 
occasion of the death of the late Thomas J. Perkins, one 
of your directors. 


This Board has long regarded the Pacific Rail Road 
scheme with great interest. It took a prominent part in 
advocating it as early as 1850, and now that Congress 
seems disposed to give the subject its earnest and favor- 
able consideration, we hope nothing may interfere to 
defeat or postpone the consummation of a work which 
is of incalculable importance to the commercial and po- 
litical welfare of the whole country. 
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Alexander Dallas Bache, Esq., Superintendent of the 
Coast Survey, having been invited, under a resolution of 
this Board, to lecture in Philadelphia, on such branches 
of the work in which he is engaged as he might choose, 
that gentleman accepted the invitation, designating an 
early period in February for the purpose, and selecting 
for his subject the “ Hydrographic Explorations of the 
Gulf Stream.”? The Executive Council have appointed 
a committee to make the necessary arrangements, and 
it is believed that the lectures will be deeply interesting. 
Professor Bache has also promised to deliver, at some 
future day, under the auspices of this Board, one or 
more lectures on such branches of the Coast Survey as 
relate more immediately to the interests of this port and 
its commerce.

During the year 1857, as above set forth, 22,253 emigrants were sent over the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. A large portion of them came on from New York, preferring this 
route to either the New York and Erie or New York Central Railroads. Of the entire 
number, 15,224 were for the Northwestern States and Territories. The extra baggage 
paid for, amounted to 687,904 pounds. 

During 1856, 21,624 passengers were despatched from this city by emigrant trains. 
Of this number 11,7153 came from New York; 6361 were ticketed for Pittsburg and 
intermediate stations. The extra baggage paid for was 704,428 pounds. 

In 1855, 20,217 emigrant passengers were sent from Philadelphia. Of this number 
11,049 arrived in this city from foreign ports, and 9168 came on from New York, 11,003 
were ticketed to Pittsburg, and 10,772 were destined for the extreme West. 824,570 
pounds of extra baggage were paid for. 

In 1854, 23,948 emigrants passed West; 6,357 were for points beyond Pittsburg. 
799,774 pounds of extra baggage were paid for.
